Actually, I noticed that the 38 Special is much like my homebrew 40m 
Sierra like XCVR in that xeverythingx in the XCVR runs off of 
regulated 8v except for the IRF510 final. I also used a IRF510 as the 
final in my 40m rig. 


Before I modified my output network to get more power, I was limited 
to about 2w. This really hurt me in the early going of the 40m fox 
hunt. 


To increase my power, I would run my rig at 24v. Since power is 
VxV/2R, doubling the voltage should have increased my power output by 
a factor of 4, but I was able to get about 6 3/4 w. 


The 100v rating of the IRF510 (or the 80Qv rating of the IRF511) gives 
plenty of margin for this kind of operation. 


The end result of all of this is that with proper heat sinking, it is 
likely that a 38 special "as is" may be capable of putting out 15 to 
20+ watts just by going to 24v. 


In fact, at 35v (the limit of the 8v regulator), a 38 special could 
perhaps put out 42 watts!!!! How many 40w QRO rigs do you know of for 
$25! 


However, more is not better! Remember that a 7808 regulator is good 
for at most 35v input. 


As long as designers keep to regulated voltages everywhere but at the 
final, and as long as we keep with xxx**xcheapx*xx*x*x*x (but rugged) MOSFET 


finals, a QRP rig can be a QRO rig with the change of a power supply 
(and a xmuchx bigger heatsink). 


Just another idea for a xveryx cheap QRO/QRP rig. Who needs another 
amplifier?

Howdy All, 


Welcome to the Frozen Chosen ScQRPion Team's FYBO 
report! Bottom line is that we definitely froze our 


b____'s off, made about 150 Qs total, and had more 
fun than mere mortals were ever meant to have. :-) 
Now for the gory details.... (it's a bit long, but 


hope to entertain you as we go). 


We initially received some flack when FYBO was first 
announced. "Oh sure, of *coursex you guys in AZ would 
want a winter field day!" So there was only one thing 
to do - make sure that I and a few (fool)hardy souls 
faced some of the coldest wx out there. With nearly 
half the state at 5000+' elevation, no problem! 


We broke up into two groups for the expedition. Glenn 
(KC7SXW, co-worker and new ham) and I would drive up 

Friday afternoon to set up the site, and Mike (NQ7K) 

would arrive early Saturday morning. Figured we'd all 
use our own calls to put more sigs on the air. 


Friday got off to a bad start. Turns out that all three 
of the campsites we'd been considering near Mingus Mtn 
were closed. Argh! We were welcome to hike in from the 
main road, but with camping gear xand* multi-rig ham gear, 
that didn't sound too fun. Since we couldn't think of a 
way to make Mike carry all of our gear, we looked else- 
where. :-) 


Luckily Glenn hikes northern AZ alot and had an idea - 

a ridge overlooking Prescott, elevation 6700+'. But were 
there any trees?!? Was a bit nervous, but decided to go 
for it. It paid off! Glenn had picked an incredible site. 
Great dropoffs to the east and west, 40' trees, awesome 
views. Pay dirt! 


One hour of sunlight left, so we started setting up the 
main antenna - a fan dipole with 20m and 40m elements.

For the price, you can't beat Dave Benson's offer on the Green 
Mountain-15 rig. I built mine last fall and made more than the usual 
number of stupid mistakes including, but not limited to, putting parts 
in backwards, putting wrong-valued parts in improper places, and 
numerous de-soldering attempts. At one point, I went back and ripped 
out and re-soldered the entire front end of the receiver to track down a 
short between the antenna and the first mixer. BUT....it works like a 
charm. When the band is open, The receiver is great and the QSK is one 
of the smoothest I've worked with...very nice. 


Be sure to use a 10 turn pot on the tuning as it makes a big 
difference. I tend not to use RIT much, but it's there if you need it. 


I've now built both the Green Mountain 15 and the White Mountain 20 
meter SSB and love them both dearly. If you weren't good at winding 
toroids before you started, you will be after you finish. Both rigs 
have lots of them to wind, but even "fumble-fingers" Hanson can get them 
to work.

Gang, I received a lot of replies to the Tuner Survey, particularly in the 
Home Brew category. (The HBs which copied a commercial or popular design 
are listed in a separate post) 


It was interesting to see that many of the guys whom we would recognize as 
knowledgeable in the ways of RF designed their own matching networks as well 


as (or instead of) using commercial tuners. 


Don't know how to summarize them without losing some important info, so here 


are most of the HB tuners, described in the Brewers own words soapbox style. 
They are in no particular order, just as I received them. Since this was a 
survey which are usually anonymous, names are not included. However, I'm 
sure that these guys would provide more detailed info to those who want it. 
Just tell me what you want info about and I'll pass your request on to the 
right guy. 


1. What is your favorite tuner brand and model no.? 
MFJ-949 with some rework by yours truly. Is it a "Pi-Match" (C-L-C, L in 
series) It is a Pi-section filter. 


2. it is a switchable L (L-C) or T (L-C-L), remotely controlled. 
It has all the remote antenna switching too. C is variable from 
small to 800 pF; the L's are about 30 uH rotary inductors, largest 
I have ever seen. Easily loads anything I have on 160-15. I've 

never tried 10, think maybe too much stray cap for that band. It 
weighs over 100 pounds including the very heavy weatherproof box. 
Including the feedline of 20' RG-8, I measure 0.6 dB loss into a series 
R-L or R-C load, with R a precision 50 ohm resistor and Xc 

and Xl 500 ohms. (This was measured on 10.1 mHz; I rarely use 20 

and up.) I have no idea how it performs when feeding other R's, 

but my longwires are never low R. 

I do have a high power transformer to step up very low R loads; 
tested it to load a 15' whip on 80 and 160, which the tuner could do, 
but never used it. This thing is made from a surplus Harris military 
tuner I got from Paul. 


3. I've built two of these: 
http://www. frii.com/~michael/electronics. html 


I use a rain gutter at home and this T-tuner 
can do just about anything from 3.5MHz to 
30Mhz. 


The one at work is housed in a Radio Shack 
blue plastic box: 6"x3"x2" and tunes a 

40m dipole for 80m, 40m and 30m without 

any problem at all. It has a little trouble 
with 20m on the 40m dipole but I don't 

like 20 anyway. 


4. A hb link coupler for 80, 40 and 30. 


5. One QRO hombrew/w roller coil and 
ganged dual capacitors being torn apart for re-building. 


6. 


A. Home Brew SPC for 20-10 meters (C-L-splitC [one side across coil]) 
Tee. Uses 50 pF Cin, 50-50 pF Cout, and 6 microH roller L. 


B. Home Brew L-C-L Tee using 2 10 microH roller Ls and a combination 
(switched) 
100 pF, dual 500 C parallel combo C. 


C. (Under construction): L-C-L Tee, with switched toroid Ls and 500 pf 
parallel receiving C, built into rig and optimized for 30 
meters--switchable into an L (series)-C(parallel) L circuit for long 
wires. 


D. (In planning stage): balanced PI (C-L|L-C) with balun input and 
ganged roller Ls (need to find these). Projected values: Cin 500 pF with 
switched fixed Cs, 2-10 microH roller Ls, and 500 pF Cout. 


E. (In planning): “old fashioned" inductively coupled ATU. 


7. What is your favorite tuner brand and model no.? 
Homebrew. Is it a "Pi-Match" (C-L-C, L in series) 
Yes! Seems to work great! (160-15m) 


8. Also use a HB LC tuner for end-fed wires. 


9. I use a homemade L- network. The inductor is a 25 Uh max 
roller-coil with ceramic form. The cap at the output to ground looks 
like 250 pF max. It will load any number of wire lengths 

from 1.6-30 Mhz, ham and non-ham. 


10. Well, the HB ATU works a little better, in that I can almost 
always match stuff. But I know also that it is lossy. It is an old 
design re-submitted by Doug DeMaw some years back, and I think reprinted in 
QRP Classics. 


It uses a link coupling to a parallel-tuned circuit, and a capacitor from 
the top of that LC tank goes to the output. Two different coils, shunted 
or not by two other coils, allows 80-10 coverage. A resistance bridge is 
built in for tuning up. I think the losses come from inadequate spacing 
between coils and other stuff in the box 

(It's sorta free form in there), and the coils are merely 18 gauge wire 
wound on discarded syringe containers (some kind of thermoplastic) - 

about 1.25 and .75" in diam for the two coils. Someday I will re-build 
and use torroids. I'm sure I'll get better efficiency. 


11. WLFB - Simple Resonant Antenna Tuner ~- home built 


12. Not trying to be snide, but I use no tuner. I try to make all my 
antenna's resonant at the frequency that they'll be employed on. I try, 


anyway! 


13. I have four homebrew Pi-Net tuners that have tapped inductors and five 
banks each of relay-selected varicaps (that's a total of 40 varicaps!). 
These track automatically with the band setting on either of my Omni VI 
transceivers. I have a primary and backup antenna for each of my 
transceivers, and all antennas are multiband Zepps that are 1:1 SWR on any 
five selected bands (which can be determined through jumpers on my interface 
board). 


I can change bands using either the computer, or the individual bandswitch 
on either transceiver. I guess you could say that I've managed to assemble 
my "dream station" and, quite modestly speaking, it kicks butt!! I can very 
quickly bring either or both transceivers to a pileup and have the advantage 
of being able to choose from any of four different antennas, all of which 
work quite well, even though they are low wires. 


14. One Homebrew BIG/ roller inductor and ganged 365mU Caps, not in use. 


15. Both my ATUs are home-brew. 

In the shack I use an L-section with switchable capacitor and a 
30 uH home-brew roller-inductor. The configuration can be turned 
around with a switch. 

My portable QRP station uses a pi-circuit made of two 3-gang 
500 pF variables (ex fire-bottle receiver) and a tapped inductor 
wound on an Amidon T-200-2 torroid. 


16. Have a homebrew Ultimate Transmatch from the old ARRL handbook 
(SPC backwards)....... 


17. home brew qrp ultimate tuner split stator input, toroid coil, series 
cap out. balun also for tuned feeders, as well as coax input. 
qrp series inductor (toroid) series cap (365) 


building a manual version of AT-11 using fixed caps and fixed inductors. 


18. I've tried L networks and Pi nets. All work,but some easier 

than others. My favorite is a parallel TT with plug in coils for 80 thru 
10. It is much bigger than necessary, for QRP, but it tunes anything and I 
read that it has the best harmonic rejection. My next tuner project will be 
a Z-match and then a good Pi-net. I'm 74 and hope to be doing this 20 years 
from now! 


19. My tuner is a homebrew qrp version of the Balanced Balanced 
Antenna Tuner by Measures. 


Mine differs in that: 
- I use seven different toroids on each antenna leg instead of 


roller inductors. Their values(uh) are: 
@.25 0.5 1.0 2.0 4.0 8.0 8.0 The toroids may be individually 
switched in so that 128 inductance combinations can be obtained. 
- I used switched capactiors. Their sizes(pf) are: 
5, 10, 22, 47, 82, 160, 390. Individually switchable also 
as the inductors. 
- I use a current balun that is wound around a 1.4 in. diameter 
type-77 ferrite core. I think its 15 turns of RG-174. 
- I added a switch that allows the capacitor bank to be connected 
to either the antenna side of the inductor or the rig side of 
the inductor to allow matching loads above or below 50 ohms. 


I have done some simple tests with it and am well pleased. It seems to 
be able to match a wide range of loads over the bands I can test it on. The 
balance as it is typically measured appears to be excellent. Even with 
fairly unbalanced loads, a balanced current is forced into the load.

Assembly: 

The kit consists of a single-sided circuit board, all board 
mounted parts (18) and a connector for the inductor. The board 
although not solder masked or silked screened is easy to stuff 
and solder without solder bridges. The board fits well ina 


RS 270-221 case, and the inductor connector as well as a spring 
loaded connector for DVM probes (RS 274-315) can be hot glued to 
the outside of the case. I also added an LED in series with 

a 4.7k resistor (1.5ma draw) to easily determine when the unit 
is on. 


Calibration: 

The adapter is zeroed by placing a jumper across the inductor 
terminals and adjusting pot R1 for a reading of © on your DVM. 
The instructions advise to calibrate the low range with an 
inductor having a value of about 400uH. I used a 390uH inductor. 
I used a 4.7MH inductor for the high range. A 5MH is 
recommended. I had difficulty calibrating the high range pot, 
and had to add a 100k resistor in parallel with the 22k resistor 
R8 to bring the pot into range. I later did the same to the low 
range calibration pot. 


The natural tendancy after calibration is to pop in a few chokes 
and test their values. To do so, simply set the DVM (an analog 
meter is not recommended) to the 2v range and read the meter. 

On the Low range, a 10uH inductor will read .010. On the high 
range, a 100uH will read .010. The following are the values of 
inductors I used and the meter readings (multiple readings indicate 
multiple inductors): 


Value Reading 


390 390 (Calibration value) 
100 101.6 

15 17.6, 17.6, 17.5,17.8 

10 12 

6.8 8.8 

5.6 7.6,7.8 

4.7 6.3,6 


The readings, below 100uUH were not within the spec of the inductors 
used (5%). The adapter seemed to have lots of difficulty measuring 
at the low end of its range. Calibrating it at a lower value (15uH 
for example), yielded only marginally better results, and prevented 
accurate measurements of higher value inductors. 


I had lots of fun building and packaging this kit. I had dissapointing 
results measuring

Good morning QRP'ers and QRP'ettes - - 


I just recently tracked down (and hopefully cured) a bit of RFI that was 
affecting my Wilderness Sierra. I would occasionally hear various noise bursts 
of moderate strength in the headphones when using the Sierra. Thinking this to 
be just the norm on 40-meters, I didn't pay much attention to it for a long 
time. Then one night, out of the corner of my eye, I noticed the red or green 
panel indicator lamp (transmit or received signal indicators) on my Kenwood 
TR-751A packet rig (know where I'm going here?) seemed to be in sync with the 
bursts heard in the headphones. Well, my operating desk is basically a couple 
of stacks in the center-rear of my desk consisting of a Hallicrafters S-38, a 
couple of Knight-Kit receivers, a Johnson Matchbox (hey I like Boatanchors too, 
ok?), the Sierra, my MFJ-971 tuner, the Kenwood TR-751A, packet modem, 286 PC, 
keyer, paddles, SWR analyzer, field strength meter, etc. Well, the noise burst 
was occurring everytime there was a data transfer in either direction between 
the packet modem and computer on the RS-232 bus. Placing a snap-on ferrite 
core on the RS-232 cable removed or at least greatly reduced this noise burst. 
Eventually I will be rearranging the desk, and should be able to get the packet 
and QRP stations seperated enough to reduce problems too.

Ed, 


I have one too, a basket case that needed lots of fixing but now is a 
fine rig for $200 and some elbow grease. 


The Class A solid-state driver section by itself puts out about 3-4 
watts, I think -- I remember tracing things out and seeing it flat-top at 
about 40 volts peak to peak, of course that was without a 50-ohm load so 
I don't know how it would behave. 


Mine came with a switch to kill the final heaters, and with a 10 pF 
Capacitor and a piece of coax hung on the driver output and routed to the 
spare jack on the back. I presume he just needed a little drive for a 
transverter or something. 


The driver is probably the place to look. It would be a simple matter to 
add the filament kill switch, then tap off the final output with another 
-1 or .01 uF blocking capacitor. This should be rated at 1-3 kV to 
protect against possible grid shorts to plate, making the high voltage 
appear on the coax lead into the final compartment. You would then have 
to make up some lowpass filters for the band of interest, and see to 
appropriate TR switching. 


On most bands, mine puts out about 5-10 watts with the drive cranked 
down-- perfect for tune-up or QRP!

Hi All, 


I can only get on the air in the summer time and always on 40. I find 
that running 15 to 20 watts helps alot to get consistant QSO's and 
ragchews. That little bit of extra power cuts through the QRN. It also 
helps getting QRP stations who are running marginal Rx's and have QRN 
problems. Maybe when the bands get better (!) I can cut it down to 5 
watts, but for most times, 10- 15 watts seems to work the best. 


It's not hard to make an amplifier to get 15-20 watts from a pair of 
IRF511's run at 24 volts, at least up to 20 Meters. 


Has anyone built the Ramsey 20 W amp? I'm been tempted, but after 
building a few Ramsey kits, I'm a bit hesatent. Haven't found one that I 
haven't had to monkey with to get working... 


I'm also wondering if someone were to come out with an decent all band 
rig in kit form that ran up to 20 watts out, if anyone would buy it? 
Most likely it would have to sell for 500 bucks to be any good. 


Actually, adding another amp stage to a current mono band rig design to 
give 20 watts would only add 40 or 50 dollars to the selling price. But 
5 watts is the magic number that all the kits strive for. If there were 
some demand for a higher power rig, I'm sure someone would offer one. 


Maybe one of the kit places will offer a 20W amp option for thier QRP 

rigs. In spite of the FCC regulations, if it's a class C amp, can't see how they 
would be too concerned. Not exactly suitable for CB rigs....as 

if it mattered anyway...

A little up-date on the computer control of the QRP +. The general 
concencious is that the rig should have both scan features: memory 
recall by name or freq, a CW typing buffer for transmit, an output format 
that will save QSO data for logging programs, and maybe other modes- 
like RTTY. I have used the BASIC program version I wrote this 
weekend. It works very well, I think. I really love being able to 
switch freqs while at the keyboard. Since listening to the results of 
your emails I see where a transmit buffer is going to be useful. The 
added featrues will not take very long to put in - just some more menu 
selections, etc. The Windows version will be the one that takes some 
time to complete but looks more like July now rather than later in the 
year. I'm getting to interested in this to let it lapse for days at a time. 

For all those who asked that it be compatible with knw'd , ysu, etc. it 
ain't gona happen. Their protocols and interfacing are no where near 
what I'm able to do to the Plus. This is an independent effort and not 
part of a MFG'ing effort. Hence the disparity of methods and results. I 
am using a very simple interface to keep cost down and interest up. 
This should be able to be adapted to other rigs as well. Next I might 
try and do the ARK series to see how that works. 

FOR RTTY to work I need someone who has done RTTY on the QRP + 
to contact me. I know some of us have. Really need to discuss how, 
what freq shifts ,coding and decoding methods( modes?), etc. 

The logging file from the Plus will be a text file with all data - 
time,freq, call, name, sig reports. This can go to your logging program 
via pipe line. 


So there you have the latest. But really need to hear from some 
RTTY folks to continue with that effort. Please contact me at this email 
address or at <mcclun@clark.net>.
